Week, the Semperamica Club o£ high

"Smoking," one of the most important 
issues that the modern girl must face. 
This discussion was carried on at the 


j regular club meeting on Wednesday 
afternoon at the Y. W. C. A. The girls 
considered together 
the 
outstanding 


] facts and feature^which have brought 


] the question of women's smoking into 
prominence during the last few years. 
It was evidently '-as a result 
of the 


feminist movement In Europe, as we!! 
as in imitation of the smart, theatrical 
set, that women began 
to take up 


smoking to any great extent. The fact 
that during the four years between 
1915 and 1919, the output of cigarettes 
increased over 300 percent, shows that 
the consumers were increased to a far 
greater number than the normal In- 
crease of men smokers. A large firm in 
Boston states that about one half of 
the cigarettes sold at that store are 
sold to women. 


The girls of the high school faced 


frankly the question, "Why do women 
smoke?" From investigations 
it has 


been found that women do not as 
a 


rule derive the same pleasure from 


! smoking that men do and it Is general- 
ly consented that women smoke 
in 


imitation of men and mainly for the 
purpose of proving that they have an 
equal right.

' smoking a real moral issue was con- 
i sidered by these high

whose physical vigor and vitality Is 
the pride of America. U was definitely 


'. pointed out that smoking, according to 
' medical authority, is injurious to wo- 


i men, in several ways. First, "it induces 


increased pulse rate, heightened blood 
pressure, rind irritable hearts." Its de- 
pressing effect upon the muscle tone 
makes it especially harmful to grow- 
ing girls. Second, it has an injurious 
effect upon the sensitive nervous sys- 
tem, a danger which is much more 
alarming in women than men because 


• of the more delicate structure of the 


nervous mechanism. Third, because of 
the real detriment to nervous tissue, 
it is a menace to the future physical 
vigor of the race. The admitted fact 
that girls cannot endure as well in 
athletics when they smoke needs no 
further argument for the physical in- 
jury of smoking. 


Because smoking is physically harm 


ful, and may be considered a vice, it 
becomes a moral question to every 
American girl. The American man has 
looked with disfavor upon the growing 
popularity of smoking among girls. It 
is the general opinion that it has low- 
ered the moral standards of both men 
and women. Whatever men may think 
of it or however little they may re-
